— A genera 
debate will then follow and it is under- 
stood that the chic: topic for discussion 
will he the question of Immigration 
Every member on the floor of the 
House will be encouraged to sny a few 
words on the subject. 

P. A. G. Clarke will act as clerk oi 
the House and will, no doubt, discharge 
his functions with his accustomed dig 
nity and impressiveness. The Sergeant 
at-arins and Usher of the Black Rod 
have get to be chosen. 

The meeting will take place in th 
Ball-Room of the Union, and amp'e 
space will be provided in the speaker's 
gallery for representatives of R. V. C. 
A large turn-nut of the students will 
assure the success of one of McGill's 
most praiseworthy institutions.

It must give great pleasure and en- 
couragement to those in authority in 
Medicine and to the executives of the 
Medical Society to witness the large at- 
tendance and enthusiasm as that in 
evidence at their Undergrad meeting 
last night. 

Dr. Horst Oertel, professor in patho- 
logy was the main speaker of the eve- 
ning. His address was clearly given, in- 
structive, interesting and was enthus- 
iastically received. Prof. Oertel in his 
address. "What is a University" gave a 
cursory review of universities in their 
inception, their early characteristics, 
triumphs and short-comings. Without 
an exception they were founded through 
religious thought and zeal, remaining 
for years, even centuries as mere schools 
of theology although occasionally some 
really worthy scientific and other work- 
was produced. 

"The present day universities are des- 
cended institutions of monastery 
schools." 

After the first great step of formim 
the institutions progress lagged and fin- 
ally stagnated entirely until the Renais- 
sance, and then it was from outsidt. 
sources that the stimulus came. Thi< 
movement grew apace .although often 
desperately opposed by the old conser- 
vative, fossilized centers of s6 called 
learning. But "the night is long that 
never finds a day" and ultimately after 
the fiercest criticism of the ages past in 
the objective' form of observations. The 
ice once being broken, knowledge ad- 
vanced by leaps and bounds. Yet up til! 
the 'middle of the 19th Century the Uni- 
versities .were little more than .high 
schools and a passive form of instruc- 
tion existed. The great point, Dr. Oerte! 
then brought out was that the college 
man must be active in acquiring his edu- 
cation which was not a passive thin? 
bestowed after the lapse of a given 
number of years. As Goethe say- 
"Everything in this world has been 
thought of before but it needs to be 
thought of again." The business of the 
University is not to tell us what to be- 
lieve but to lay the , facts before us and 
let us judge for ourselves. 

There are two great problems con- 
fronting the University; first What is

ARMISTICE DAY 

At eleven o'clock this morning all over the world a two-minute 
silence will be preserved. It is indeed fitting that such an event 
the termination of the war should be remembered year by year 
it by noise and shouts, but by two minutes of silent awe. When 
the war terminated in 1918 the first armistice day was one glad day 
of hilarious reaction from the trying days before, but now we have 
returned to normal again, and it is more in a spirit of thankfulness 
that we remember Armistice Day. 

The children of France and Belgium have made poppies and 
sent them out to Canada to be sold to aid them in their efforts to 
hi self-supporting. It is a little thing for us, to buy a poppy on 
Armistice Day, but it means much to these little people of the 
Flanders battlefields. 

It is a pretty thought that the poppy should be chosen as the 
flower to commemorate the deeds of those who gave up their 
lives, in the poppy fields of Flanders. Everyone is expected to 
wear; a poppy today just as one- wears' a flower on Mother's Day. 

The man who first formed the sentiment of the Flanders 
poppy was Lt.-Col. John McCrac,- a graduate of McGill. The 
author of "In Flanders Fields" will live in the memory of McGill 
whenever they see the immortal lines written by him. : 
temember the heroes of Flanders and wear a poppy today in 
honour. Remember the children of devastated France, and 
..help; them in their efforts to help themselves by buying their

Here 
in Montreal, a city which has newspapers of the highest order in 
the Dominion, we arc specially fortunate in that we have at all 
timeS, '[available an excellent news service which covers all of the 
general questions of the clay, so that there is no reason why every 
one should not have an idea at least of what the world is doing. 

The world is still reeling under the shock of the war, readjust- 
ment very slow, and it is certain that the men who are now at col- 
lege must very soon take their share in the settling of the problems 
which confront us in this and every other civilised country. How 
are they going to do it if they do not form the habit of studying 
the problems of the present ? 

Apart from this consideration, every one should cultivate the 
habit of consistent news reading purely from the point of view of 
education. It is very humiliating to be forced, when asked for an 
opinion on a subject, to have to reply: "Oh; you know I have so 
little time to read the papers that I don't know much about it." 
The world expects a college graduate to "be "well read", but surely 
any man forfeits his claim to this accomplishment, no matter how 
great'his knowledge assimilated from great authors may be, if he is 
nôt at all times in touch with the progress and development of the 
affairs, of the world at large.

Dear Sir:— 

There has been some discussion at 
various times among the students re- 
garding the present system of award- 
ing numerals and letters for the var- 
ious branches of college athletics. 
Probably those in charge of these 
matters and the men who evolved the 
present system had excellent reasons 
for their actions, but we have thought 
of a few branches of athletics which 
do not receive the amount of honor, 
as measured by the insignia awarded, 
that they seem to deserve. 

There is absolutely not a shadow 
of a doubt that the men playing sen- 
ior rugby and hockey should be 
awarded the highest honors in college 
letters. The third major sport is 
track and there are many who share" 
the opinion that the big blacks Ms 
awarded to track men are the easiest 
won of any college big letters. Once 
again we say that there may be good 
and sufficient reasons for this but the 
idea in our minds was that there are 
other men who have worked just as 
hard for the honour of their Alma 
Mater and who furthermore would 
seem to have deserved high rewards. 
Consider the case of a man who starts 
training about the first of November 
for a place on the B. W. and F. team. 
Here' is a° noble fellow who turns out 
faithfully four or three times a week 
from November to March, acts as 
block for many a left jab and right 
swing and then if he is fortunate enough 
to make the team he merely gets a small 
plain M unless he is intercollegiate 
champion in which case he gets a large 
plain M. 

It seems to us that a man who works 
so hard and faithfully should be as 
well rewarded as a member of the track 
team, who after training for four or 
five weeks, is fortunate enough to win 
an intercollegiate event and gets his big 
block M. Once again let it be understood 
that we do not wish to minimise the 
importance of the Track Club but rather 
to exalt some other clubs that we think 
are very important. 

Another group of men who have not 
the opportunity of winning block Ms 
are those on the basketball team. These 
chaps work hard from about Novera 
bcr 15th to March 15th and participate 
in many games. Their positions on the 
team depend on great ability, long and 
faithful training and | the spending. ; of 
considerable time but! they cannot "hope 
for a major award. I 

We might cite other instances of 
sports awards that do not seem quite 
consistent but in our opinion the two 
cases stated illustrate the point we wish 
to bring up. 

It would be very gratifying to have 
more ideas from them in college along 
these lines and possibly some explana- 
tions from those who know the whys 
and wherefores of the system of award- 
ing college letters and numerals. Thank- 
ing you, Mr. Editor for your space.

A quiet confidence pervades the gov- 
ernmental ranks and is is probable that 
many of the cabinet will spend the week- 
end holidaying before assuming the 
strenuous duties upon commencement of 
the session.

THE LAST STRAFE 



On November 10th, 1918, the — th 
battery found itself at rest In a small 
town not far distant from Mons. 
The night was clear, moonlit and 
frosty and the men were enjoying the 
warmth and comfort of the hospital- 
ity so eagerly extended to them by 
the inhabitants of the town. The 
horses munched their oats and. hay 
and moved restlessly on their picket 
lines. A spirit of rest and content- 
ment seemed to have settled down 
over the sleepy little Belgian village, 
then— well, the sergeant-major, com- 
monly known as the "Bull Moose," 
received a message from brigade 
headquarters that rapidly changed the 
horse lines from a scene of pastoral 
tranquility to one of bristling curs- 
ing activity. The message was an 
order to "move." The German line 
had retreated still further and the 
battery had to go forward that night 
to be in position for an early morn- 
ing advance. The "Bull Moose" 
rounded up his reluctant artillery- 
men, and after a deal of shoutinrg and 
much tearing around on the part of 
the sergeants and N.C.O.'s the — th 
ba'ttcry lined up in the cobble-stoned 
road and set off through the town 
into the unknown beyond. 

Ail went well until the cook wagon 
became hopelessly mired in the mid- 
dle of a small stream of water. The 
cockney driver cursed his mules with 
easy stinging fluency, but those in- 
telligent animals refused to put forth 
any concerted effort and satisfied 
themselves by snorting and by paw- 
ing the water. Presently a young 
lieutenant sauntered along, and after 
swearing a bit wanted to know "why 
the hell somebody with their long 
boots on hadn't gone into the water 
and heaved on the wheels." Strict 
silence greeted this outburst and one 
or two men unobtrusively sidled be- 
hind those of their comrades who 
wore puttees. Finally someone 
brought ropes and the driver manag- 
ed to fasten them to the wheels. The 
men grasped the ropes, the river ap- 
plied his whip with vigor and in a 
flurry of splashing water the mules 
plunged to the shore. 

The heavy artillery waggons rum- 
bled on through the night and cross- 
ed a narrow sidcless bridge that re- 
quired careful manipulation of their 
team* by the wheel driver. Then 
they climbed a long steep hill and the 
order "no smoking" was carried back 
s!ong the line, for "Fritz" commanded 
a view of this country. After marching 
some time in silence the battery en- 
tered a small village and were order- 
ed to unhitch and prepare the horse 
lines for the night. 

The morning of the 11th dawned 
clear and cold. The — th battery 
crawled out of the deserted factory 
where' they had spent the night and 
after 'breakfasting 1 on bacon and 
fried bread hashed in and awaited or- 
ders. Soon the order "walk march" 
came, and the Ions 'inc of guns and 
iirhbcrs feil into smart walk. An 
infantry soldier came to the door of 
a house and shouted out, "Hurrah, 
the war's over." "Looks a hell of a 
lot like it," one driver caustically re- 
marked, and the battery passed on 
into what they .believed was to he 
a repetition of many athcr days that 
had taxed their endurance to the 
limit. As the battery topped the 
crest of a small hill, away to the left 
the grey indistinct houses of a. town 
could he seen, and the rumor that 
spread through the battery gradually 
became the certainty, that tilis was 
Mons. Then the road dipped into a 
vaClcy and passed through a small 
town, where the bridge had been 
wrecked. The horses splashed through 
the brook and the noise of the pass- 
ing battery brought the inhabitants 
from their houses into the street. 
They talked excitedly among them- 
selves and smiled at the soldiers as 
they rattled by. Beyond the town, 
on a hill-too, a few infantrymen were 
on outpost duty. , As the battery 
passed them they crawled from their, 
punk holes and stamped up and down 
to restore the circulation to their 
half-frozen bodies. They stared at 
the guns and did not seem to under- 
stand at all what the artillery was 
doing there. The road curved down 
a hill and there lay a wide meadow 
whose whole expanse was covered 
with water. The Germans had 
•blown a bridge and railway embank- 
ment to pieces and the resulting de- 
bris had dammed up the stream and 
flooded the low-lying ground. The 
battery skirted the flood and passed 
through a great space ripped in the 
embankment by the force of a terrific 
explosion. The line of march led 
through a village, then through a 
sunken road. On cither side of this 
road lines of infantry, wearing on 
their shoulders the blue patches of 
the second division, were drawn up. 
They stared unbelievingly when they 
saw the 18-pounders drawing near 
them, then they broke into a cheer 
and told the artillcrymrfn just what 
they wanted them to èo to certain 
of their German friendk. The bat- 
tery pulled into a field '.of stubble a 
short distance ahead oi the battal- 
ion, unlimbcrcd, and laid their guns 
ready for action. 

Suddenly, as the gunners were busy 
about the 18-pounders, à, cheer went 
up from the ranks of thej battalion in 
their rear. They turned; and looked. 
The infantrymen were tvaving their 
arms atid shouting. One pf their gun- 
ners went to find out wttat the news 
was and soon he was seen by his 
comrades running back * along the 
road and acting as madlj| as the in- 
fantrymen themselves. As soon as 
•he had sufficiently recovered his wind 
to talk- he told the rest ov the boys 



that at 11 o'clock that day an armis- 
tice was to be signed. That 'of course 
sounded like a supreme piece of of- 
ficial tommy-rot to the boys,, but 
they swallowed it as well as they 
could and hoped vrcy hard that it 
was true. Then the major was heard 
to say, "Get as far forward as pos- 
sible before 11 o'clock," and the gun- 
ners cursed him roundly, for they 
remembered a time at Bourlon Wood 
when this self-same man had led 
them "as far forward as possible." 
He himself had an ugly, jaigged hole 
in his tin hat as a reminder and some 
of the boys had not had time to gal- 
lop back over the hill that led to 
Cambrai., 

However, again the horses of — th 
battery were hooked in and soon the 
road led them to another village, in 
which the peasants had heard the 
news of the armistice. They flocked 
around the Canadians and laughed 
and chattered volubly in French. One 
quaint little old man, dressed in white 
with a large white poke bonnot, even 
ventured to speak to the boys and 
told one of them that he had been in 
Montreal. Mademoiselle in an estam- 
inet drew great glasses of foaming 
beer and smilingly rofused to accept 
the "cinquante centimes" that were 
repeatedly offered to her. At the 
cross-roads in the village were two 
or three fresh shell holes and a borsc 
lay there dead with a great wound 
torn in his body. 

The battery set off and just outside 
the village broke into a swinging trot. 
They passed by a German gun posi- 
tion. The ground immediately sur- 
rounding it was peppered with shell 
■holes and a German gunner lay dead 
beside his gun. A grim tribute to the 
accuracy of the Canadian artillery- 
men. Away ahead could be heard the 
rattle of a machine gun, and those 
who had followed the major at Bour- 
lon Wood felt no great sense of se- 
curity as they threaded their way 
.ilong a narrow path leading through- 
i dense wood. The thick under- 
ground gave way to a more open 
wood and the horses broke into a 
trot as they came, into sight of an 
old grey stone chateau. The guns 
rattled aiong a causeway that was 
closed in on either side by high walls 
and then turning to the right were 
tin limbered I immediately in front of 
the high wall of the courtyard. Up 
the opposite slope of a low lying val- 
ley a line of infantrymen were slowly 
wendiring there way. Ahead of them 
was a wood, beyond that the crest of 
a hill, and on the other side of the 
hill was the Hun. The major gave 
the gunners an aiming point, which 
was a church steeple that could bare- 
ly be seen through a cleft between 
two hills. Quickly the gunners ad- 
justed their sights, and slammed the 
breeches of their guns shut with a 
clang on the shining brass shells. 
Once, twice, the wicked little 18- 
pounders belched forth their smoke 
and- flame, then a whistle sounded. 
It was eleven o'clock. The war was 
finished. 

The boys scattered through the 
small town adjacent to the chateau. 
Unsuspected stores of cognac were 
discovered. Monsieur and Madame, 
though poor as church mice, produc- 
ed bottle a%r bottle from their secret 
horde and poured the clear brown- 
>3old liquor into their thimble-like 
glasses again and again. It was not 
every day that a war ended, but "mou 
Dieu," thought father Pierre, "how 
these Canadians do drink." Then the 
boys dragged themselves back to their 
quarters and in the morning Father 
Pierre ruefully surveyed his array of 
empty bottles and thanked the saints 
that a war did not end every day.

The Uni 
versity. is the seeker and exponent of 
these truths.
